Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The nearest prior art, Chatterjee et al, teaches treatment of fibers with caustic to 
remove hemicellulose to a level of about 7% or lower to achieve a knot content of less 
than 15% after crosslinking (col 5, lines 16-32, Fig. 6). Other prior art, Ramesh et al 
(5314627) teaches that the goal of pulping and bleaching (which often involves 
treatment with caustic) operations is the removal of lignin and hemicellulose and that 
95% is typically removed (col 1, lines 53-57). The prior art thus generally teaches the 
desire for hemicellulose content of the fibers to be significantly lower that that claimed in 
the instant invention, thus obtaining the claimed hemicellulose and knot content would 
not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
